Mi. Bonamy Price, 1'iofessor of Political 


Economy at Oxfoid, is a brilliant and ar- 
dent advocoto of classical education, lie in- 
sists that the question at issue is not « belli- 
era public school cilucHt Ion is not in fact, 
Ihe best to be had, and has not trained oui 
best and ablest men—which can hardly be 
denied—but whether it is right to make n 
study of dassics an essential part of it, and 
that loo when oxpcilenca prove that only a 
minority of the boys thus trained »ill ac- 
quite more than a very snpeiticml acquaint- 
ancn with the ancient tongues, lie asks 
whether such a case is capable of being de- 
Tended, and replies without hesitation that 
it is : "1 bold that the Nation juices right- 
ly in adhering to classical educaiion. 1 am 
convinced that for general excellence no 
other ttaininc can compete with the classi- 
cal. The education ol the boys of the upper 
classes is necessarily composed of two 
parts—general training, and special, or as it 
is called, useful training—the general-devel- 
opment of the boy's faculties, of the whole 
of his nature, and the knowledge which is 
needed to enable him to perform certain 
specific functions iu life. 
Of these two de- 


partments of education, the general far 
transcends in importance the special; nod 
finally 1 maintain that for the carrying out 
cf this education, the Greek and Latin lan- 
guages are the most efficient instruments 
which can be applied." Knowledge, as he 
obseivcs, is not ability, and cram is not 
power. But the intellectual process which 
even an average boy is forced to eo through 
in acquit 102; any tolerable knowledge of 
Kreek and Latin—the elements of thought 
with which he is Brought into contact ia 
reading, e.;/. Cicsar and Tncittts, Homer, 
Herodotus and Thucydides—cannot but 
leave a permanent impression on liis mind. 
Whole si ores of arithmetic and algebra may 
be-amassed without calling fmth any con- 
siderable conscious effort of ratiocination, 
hut the demands Tor reasoning in any sound 
studj of the classics are absolutely endless. 
A roan may be able to count accurately 
every yard of distance to the stars,and vet 
bo most imperfectly educated; he may be 
able to reckon up all the kings that ever 
reigned, and yet be none the wiser or tbs 
more efficient for his learning. But the un- 
fledged boy, who starts with a mind empty, 
blank and unperceiviog, is transformed by 
passing through Greek and Latin; a thou- 
und Ideas, » thousand perceptions are 
awakened In him, that Is, a thousand flt- 
neueaibr We, for its labors and Its duties. 
The mastering of the grammar and syntax 


compels a boy to think, and all who are en1 
gaged in these studies, fiom the lit'lo urchiu 
in tho third form to the learned Creek pro- 
fessor, aie obliged constantly "to perform 
acts of perception and judgment, to observe 
distinctions Io discriminate aud select."
